Pearson as the best man for the place 
among the candidates who have appeared, 
and be does not hesitate to say that he 
meant that indorsement to be emphatic 
and binding when he made it. He Is not 
making threats, but he would not tamely 
submit to being ignored in this matter. 


The opposition to Mr. Pearson comes 


from some very prominent democrats In 
Massachusets who are not residents of 
Lowell. President Cleveland asked the 
question, when he was told that Repre- 
sentative Stevens had indorsed Mr. Pear- 
son, would it not be better to take an older 
man with more experience? This is taken 
to indicate that the arguments against Mr. 
Pearson on account of his age have been 
presented to the president. 


Mr. Pearson is 24 years old, and Repre- 


sentative Stevens says he is perfectly com- 
petent to fill the office. 
Tjia postmaster- 


general and Mr. Stevens art understood to 
have agreed on the general proposition that 
young men were the ones to appoint to 
these places. It may therefore be tbat 
when Mr. Bissel! puts tht case to the pres- 
ident the latter n;ay agree with the post- 
master-general. 


At all events, a democrat will be ap- 


pointed postmaster at Lowell, and Mr.

inglabor unions, but to draw their atten- 
tion to some things that they have over- 
looked in arriving at the conclusions which 
they now entertain. It has been demon- 
strated for centuries past tbat organiza- 
tions of various kinds, have been benefi- 
cial to the human race. 
I might quote 


many of them, but it is not my intention 
to dwell upon any but the labor unions. A 
labor union having for its objects mutual 
assistance among its members in times of 
distress and also to guard its members 
from any encroachments on tbe part of 
capital, upon the rights, privileges and 
wages of its members, is a boon not only 
to those directly interested in it« member- 
ship but to those with whom its members 
come in contact. 


Ths -well regnlated labor organizations 


(of which there are a great many) have a 
constitution and by-laws, which are a law 
unto themselves, and tbe member of such 
an organization, becoming accustomed to 
being governed by such constitution and 
by-laws, becomes more conservative in his 
views, and ready at ?.ny time to respect 
and defend the civil laws. 


Again, the labor organization teaches its 


members to be more thrifty and econo- 
mical, teaches them to prepare for the un- 
certainties of the future, teaches peaceful 
and intelligent methods of 
procedure, 


where differences of opinion arise between 
employer and emploved, and where there 
are well regulated labor unions, strikes are 
almost unknown. 


The labor union also teaches its mem- 


bers through discussion, and in other ways 
what is expected of its members to make 
them competent workmen and also teaches 
them where the line should be drawn when 
the employer wishes to us.e any of his 
arbitrary methods which labor many times 
must undergo and suffer. 


Labor organizations also teach their 


members to be self respecting and inde- 
pendent and then acquire the qualities 
through their intercourse with each other 
socially and politically to make the ideal 
citizen. 


The non-union man of today is self-willed 


and is obedient to no one from the very 
fact of his having no laws or regulations 
by which he is taught to govern himself, 
excepting the civil law of the city and 
state. 


It is time that every man employed at 


any craft, which has a union in existence, 
unless his name be enrolled upon its books 
and the sooner such a man realizes the 
fact, tbat the stronger and more intelligent 
labor organizations become, the less oppo- 
sition thej will be called upon to meet, 
from those, who at the present time, are 
ready, though not understanding their 
motives, to crush them out of existence. 


Well regulated and intelligent organiza- 


tions of labor are a benefit to society, or 
at least, such is the opinion of your 
humble servant.

NO POINTS YIELDED. 


Judge Jenkins* Latest Decision on the 


Northern Pacific Row. 


MU.WATJKKB, April 7.— The decision of 


Judge Jenkins upon the petition to mod- 
ify the famous strike order In the North- 
ern Pacific receivership matter, which 
has been expected for several weeks, was 
handed down yesterday. 


It took the judge nearly two hours to 


read the decision. All of the attorneys 
present pronounced it comprehensive and 
a masterly analysis of the strike problem. 
The cose will be appealed. Before ad- 
journing Judge Jenkins said as the ques- 
tion involved was a highly important one, 
and it was desirable that it should be re- 
viewed by a court of last resort, he would 
gladly co-operate with counsel in taking 
steps to secure an appeal. 


The decision grants the technical modi- 


fication of the supplemental order asked 
for by the petitioners, while It reiterates 
more strongly the real position taken in 
the injunctional order. In reality there is 
not a point yielded. The order to strike 
out the offensive clause In the supple- 
mental injunction, taken in connection 
with what goes before it, is a delicately 
pointed rebnke to the counsel tor petition- 
ers for quibbling over the ambiguity of a 
clause, the substance of which was clearly 
and strongly stated in preceding sen- 
tences. 


The decision rests upon two proposi- 


tions, which are elaborately elucidated. 
These are the illegal purpose and charac- 
ter of the strike which the order was to 
prevent, and the authority of the court 
to prevent and punish illegal acts.

were astounded to learn that Leslie Scott, 
teller of the Vermont National bank ot 
this place, had been arrested In Nashua, 
N H,, on a charge of forgery. Scott pre- 
sented checks to two banks for cashing 
and got $700, the balance being placed to 
bis credit. The total amount of checks 
found on his person was H4.000. 


Scott is 38 years old, and of one of th« 


best families ol this town. When he left 
town he said he was going to Springfield!

The draft was perfectly straight and cor- 
responded so conectly with names an<l 
banks that it was by the merest accident 
that the forgery was discovered in time to 
catch Scott before he left town.

The dates on these com- 
munications indicate that Mr. Hayes 
was very slow in extending his invitation 
to these two organizations or that they 
took their time in replying and got 
their answers in just in time to be men- 
tioned in the answer to !Mr. Gompers' 
very urgent letter. There are nearly four 
months to be accounted for between the 
Knights of Labor convention, when the 
resolution calling for the conference 
was adopted, and the dates on the letters 
referred to. In letters previous to that 
one bearing date March 13 Mr. Hayes 
wrote nothing to Mr. Gompers corcsm- 
ing the railway organizations. 


I am not trying to make a case against 


Mr. Hayes, and if I have a grievance 


that a platform can be made which will 
contain all the demands of every bchool, 
but I believe the time has come when 
the working people are overwhelmingly 
in favor of the adoption of a programme 
containing the essentials which all can 
agree to, leaving to the future the settle- 
ment of the points upon which there is 
disagreement. 


I do not inako these statements thought- 


lessty. I have been carefully' canvass- 
ing the subject for several months and 
am not now overlooking any of the main 
points. Of course, when the time conies 
for finally adopting a policy and launch- 
ing it, there will be some dissatified ones, 
but in the main they will not amount to 
enough to seriously impede the progress 
of the movement, and those who can- 
not be won over through a desire to see 
the whole army of workers benefited can 
be spared.

A JUDGMENT ON THE CARNEGIES. 


Their Eflbj-ts to Crush the Manhood Out of 


Their Employees Has Proved Costly. 
The attempt of the Carnegies to break 


up the labor organization of the men em- 
ployed by them at Homestead was suc- 
cessful. The object was principally to 
pat themselves in a position to regulate 
wages to suit themselves. Since then 
they have reduced wages materially, and 
all the other iron and steel works of the 
region being in sympathy with their pur- 
pose the workmen have been obliged to 
submit to any terms offered them or go 
elsewhere. 


Many of the best chose the latter al- 


ternative, and with the lowering of the 
wage scale and the reduction of the spirit 
of manhood among the workmen came a 
lowering of the character of the work. 
This \vas inevitable, and it is surprising 
that such a philosopher as the head of 
the firm did not t.ee it for himself, for it 
is in consonance with a plain law of na- 
tiue. 


That he missed it, however, is certain, 


and now he has to mourn the loss of 
nearly $141,000 in consequence, that be- 
ing the 10 per cent of the contract price 
for certain armor plate, which the firm 
has been obliged to forfeit on account of 
the inferior quality of plate it delivered 
to the government. 


It was not necessary to show that the 


Carnegie^- had delivered inferior plate 
with intent to defraud, and the govern- 
ment made no effort to do so. It merely 
showed them that the plate was not up 
to the coiittaot, snd they "acknowledged 
the corn" and signifiei their readiness to 
suffer the fine imposed. Of course the 
Carnegies feel qmto ashamed over the 
exposure, and naturally they desire to 
relieve themselves of the blame, as they 
could not of the responsibility. 


So they just gently hint to the public 


that the defects of the plate are not due 
to any fault in the mode of manufacture 


tory of temptation there is nothing else in 
the world's literature as thrilling and 
simple as a recori of transgression and 
punishment, nothing so stirring and 
forceful. It is often supposed, but erro- 
neously, that labor is appointed as a 
curse. Not so. "Sweat of brain and 
sweat of brow"—these, as Carlyle sa3Ts, 
"are the divmest thing under the heav- 
ens." Slavish, bestial drudgery is a 
curse. The point of the whole story, the 
fitness of the ancient allegory to our 
times, lies herein: While there are plenty 
and beauty enough for every Adam and 
Eve born into this paradise of existence, 
yet the Inst for the golden apple has be- 
come an overmastering passion, blinding 
many to all else. The greed which de- 
bases life into a scramble recoils upon 
us with the curse of a slavish drudgery 
in which thousands of our fellow crea- 
tures are condemned to "sweat" that they 
may eat. 


"Sweating" has developed into a "sys- i 


tern." It is a system of slavery. It once' 
had its taskmasters, the subcontractors, i 
who ruled with iron hand, whether his [ 
slaves were Bohemian cigar makers, 
Italian macaroni makers, German shirt- 
makers or Russian coatmakers 
This 


taskmaster was called the "sweater." 
Today it takes four slaves to make a 
"sweater." The first is the tenement 
house laborer himself. The middleman 
who secured the work has become a fic- 
tion, and his shop has for the most part 
disappeared with him. He gets his work 
direct, and so does it for less pay. He 
saves the rent of the shop by doing the 
work at home. He saves hire by letting 
his wife and children help. What mat- 
ter if the work be poorly done? 
He 


smooths it over and does it cheaper. 
What though he eat, wash, sleep, lie 
sick or die in that same room and send 
forth its vermin, filth and infection of 
measles or diphtheria? It matters not. 
He can do the work cheaper than others. 
He gets the "greeners" to help by teach- 
ing them the trade and giving them thus 
a start in life. He himself works hard- 
est. 
One man had counted 213 such 


sweaters' dens in Philadelphia. 


The rabbi had spent the day before 


on a tour of inspection and gave from 
personal observations some pictures 
which he declared to be a foul blot on 
Philadelphia and a charge against our 
civilization which cries against us to 
heaven. 


"They do it themselves by their under- 


bidding, scaling down prices to starva- 
tion wages. Yes, it is the greed which 
recoils on them and yields them but the 
bitter bread of their own sweat to eat." 


The doctor pleaded earnestly for a pub- 


lic sentiment in behalf of such a law as 
Mabsachusetts has. Every tenement) 
house workshop in the state has been I 
stamped out by a simple law and the evil j 
eliminated. It requires that a tag or' 
label bearing the words "Tenement! 
made" be attached to all such goods. A 
fine of $30 attaches to each violation. 


"No merchant will advertise himself 


as a disciple of the sweating system by 
selling such goods, and who would pur- 
chase goods which represent such an in- 
famous system? The law further re- 
quires a^license to be taken out by all 
shops, it has put an end to the filthy 
dens by refusing the license. It has kept

FOE THE TABLE. 


How to Keep Shoes Looking New—Pine- 


apple Cordlnl—Height and Telocity of 
Clouds—Caring For Children's Hair.

spoils the flavor. Fish should never be 
fried in butter. It should always be I 
used while fresh. Plain boiled or mashed 
potatoes should always be served with 
it. Squash and green peas go very well 
with fish also. Always save all that 
remains after a meal and warm up to | 
help out another di»b. The remains of ( 
boiled fresh fish can be •wanned up in a I 
little butter, pepper, salt and water, as' 
you would stew lobiter. Cold fried and, 
broiled fish can be placed in a tin pan 
and eet into the oven 10 minutes, when 
it will be found to be hot enough. 


Fishballs can be steamed for 10 or 15 


minutes and then set into the oven to get | 
crisp. If you have a large piece of boiled 
fish which yon wish to serve whole, 
place it on a plate and set into the steam- 
er and steam 20 minutes. If you have 
drawn butter to warm up, do not set it 
on the fire, but put it into a bowl and 
set the bowl into hot water. Cook bn> 
ter as little as possible, as by cooking it 
becomes oily. When yon do use it, al- 
ways add it three or five minutes before 
taking the dish from the fire.

When fluids are placed one upon anothei 


in the order of sheir cfensity, it is well 
known that the densest liquid falls to the 
bottom. This is. illustrated by the scien- 
tific experiment oi "the vial of the four ele- 
ments," which ia a plain, long aud narrow 
bottle containing equal volumes of metallic 
mercury, sale water, alcohol and oil. These 
four liquids will he one on the top of the 
other without mixing, even if shaken.

How to Slake Motion Broth. 


Prepare by cutting the mutton into 


thin slicee; add cold salted water in the 
proportion of a quart of water to a pound 
of meat.

Crackers or stale bread cut into squares 
or browned in the oven may be served 
with beef or mutton broth.

How Peppermin 


The process, according to a distiller, is a 


very simple one. A boiler, a vat, tank and 
separator of the most primitive kind are all 
that are required to extract the precious 
drops o£ oil from the plant. One large still 
holds a ton of the dry herb. The pepper- 
mint Is trodden down in the vat by men, 
and water is then poured upon the herb 
This is heated by steam, and the contents 
of the vat are kept at boil ing point until all 
the water is vaporized. 
The heat causes 


the little cells in the leaves and blossoms 
to burst and minute particles of oil to es- 
cape. These are carried by the steam to 
the top of the vat and through a coil of tin 
pipes (or a "worm"') which run round and 
round a tank of cold water. 


Gradually the steam is condensed, and 


the fluid, a mixture of oil and -water, drops 
into a small separator. The oil floats on the 
top, and tbe water is drained off, though in 
order to secure every drop of oil the fluid is 
passed into three compartments of the sep- 
arator. When pure, the essence of pepper- 
mint is almost colorless, but if the herbs 
are left in the vat from Saturday to Mon- 
day the oil will have a brownish tint, and 
if a larger quantity of water than is neces- 
sary be placed in the still the oil will be of 
a greenish color.

of thy brow oliiilt thou eat bread till 
tlion return unto tho ground." As a his- 
tory of temptation there is nothing else in 
tho world's literature as thrilling and 
E'-Jiple as a recori of transgression and 
punishment, nothing so stirring and 
forceful. 
It is often supposed, but erro- 


neously, that labor is appointed aa a 
curse. Not so. "Sweat of brain and 
sweat of .brow"—these, as Ciirlyle says, 
"are the diviuest thing under the heav- 
ens." Slavish, heatial drudgery is a 
curse. The point of tlio whole story, tho 
fitness o[ tho ancient allegory to our 
times, lies herein i While thqro are plenty 
and beauty enough for every Adam and 
Eve born into this paradise of existence, 
yet the lust for the golden apple haa be- 
come uri overmastering passion, blinding 
many to all else. The .greed which de- 
bases life into a scramble recoils upon 
us with the curae of a slavish drudgery 
iu which thousands of our fellow crea- 
tures are condemned.to "sweat" thatthey 
may eat. 


/'Sweating" has developed into a "sys- 


tem." It ia a system of slavery. 'It once 
had its taskmasters, the-subcontractors, 
who ruled with iron hand, whether his 
slaves were Bohemian .cigar makers, 
Italian macaroni makers, Gh&rnmn shirt- 
makers or Russian coatmakors 
This 


taskmaster was called Ujo "sweater." 
Today it takes four slaves to make a 
"sweater." 
The first Is the tenement 


house laborer himself, Tho middleman 
who secured tho work has become a no- 
tion, and his shop has for the most part 
disappeared with him. Ho gets his work 
direct, and. so doea it for less pay, Ho 
saves the rent of tho shop by doing1 tho 
work fit home. Hu saves hiro by letting 
his wife and children help. Wliat mat- 
tor if tho work be poorly done? 
He 


smooths it over and does it cheaper. 
What though ho eat, wash, sleep, lie 
sick or die in that same room and sund 
forth its vermin, filth and infection of 
measles or diphtheria? It matters not. 
Ho cau do tho work cheaper than others. 
He gets tho "greeners" to help by teach- 
ing them tho trade and giving them thus 
a start in life. He himself works hard- 
est.

JIow Pcpppnnint Is Distilled. 


The process, according to n, distiller, Is a 


very simple one. A boiler, a vat, tank and 
separator of the most primitive kind arc all 
that are required to extract the precious 
drops of oil from the plant. One large still 
holds a ton of the dry herb. The pepper- 
mint Is trodden down in the vnt by men, 
and wfttor is then poured npon the herb. 
This is heated by steam, and the contents 
of tho vat nre kept at boiling point until all 
the water js vnporizcd. 
The heat causes

to burnt And minute panicles of oil toes- 
wipe. 
Thesb aru carried by the sLeum to

Gradually the steam is condensed, and 


the fluid, a mixture of oil mid win.pr, drops 
into u small separator. The oil floats on tho 
top, and the water is drained off, though in 
order to secure every drop of oil tlio fluid ia 
passertinto three compnrtiniMiU of tliu Be\)- 
nrator. When jinro, Lho esycnce of pepper- 
mint, IB almost colorless, buL if hho herbs 
are left In the vat from Saturday l.o Mon- 
dny tho oil will havo a brownish tint, and 
1C a InrrfoT quantity of water Umn 19 nccos- 
unry fop placed In tJiu Htjll (,ho oil will bo of 
a greenish color.

8U7 in Jnnuary, $17,030,118 in February 
aud $14,730,693 iu March.

ures, 4297, 'was never equalled in the 
United States daring any quarter until 
tbe third of Just year, the average of lia- 
bilities is only 114,690, whkh is lower than 
has appeared in the records of 88 yearn at 
any time clesely preceding any serious 
reverse.

The microbe and the bacillus are oi 


more terror to the modem housekeeper 
than dust by the pound used to be to tha 
old fashioned one, and a rule for disinfect- 
ing sinks is more appreciated in these days 
than a whole volume of recipes for angel 
cake was in tho days of old. Hence every 
woman will be more than interested in— 
she will be profoundly grateful fur—the 
suggestions herein made. 


In the ideal house of course drains may 


be laid and ventilators adjusted so that 
not even.the most stubborn of maids ran 
circumvent their use. But most houses 
still lack a little of the ideal. 
Bathrpoma 


are not done in pale green tiles and white 
marble, but zinc and plaster still hold 
their own. To makes these endurable, en- 
amel and varnished paper must be used. 
The moment the Inside erf the bath becomes 
stained and chipped it should be re-enam- 
eled by an expert. Tha bath should be 
scrubbed first with strong soda and water, 
and then the first coat of enamel should 
be applied, of course when tho bath itself 
is absolutely and entirely dry. Then, aft- 
er two days, another coat should bo given, 
and then, after 24 hoars jnore, the bath 
should be filled with cold water, which 
should be left in H for another similar 
space; then give one more coat of enamel 
and allow it to thoroughly dry and harden, 
and you will have an absolutely perfect 
"job" and one any maid or boy could 
manage quite well. 


Varnished paper is the best substitute 


for tiled walls yet known to lean purses. 
But even when tha best sort of materials 
ha re heen used only the best sort of care 
will insure a really dean and sweet room. 
The moment a bathroom is left the second 
housemaid should go into It, dry the bath 
thoroughly, hung up the blankets on a 
long brass rail provided for the purpose, 
and she should also take back the towels 
to the room of that individual who has 
had the bath, for of course these should 
be kept distinct to each person, nnd na 
permanent towel or piece of soap should 
ever be slip-wed there. She should then 
open the window top and bottom to allow 
all steam to escape. No draperies are al- 
lowed in the perfect bathroom, bat the 
•windows are filled -with cathedral glass in 
leaded squares, or, better still, in a less 
forma! pattern. 


Kitchen pipes and drains seldom need 


the attention of a plumber, but do neec 
the daily use of hot water and soda. Anc 
all houses in which pipes are not arranged 
according to the most scienti6o and sani 
tary of principles should have the windows 
of every room partly open all the time, 
Fresh air is the deadliest foe of the bacil- 
lus, and three inches open at the top of c 
window In every room may prevent ty 
phoid fever.—New York World. 


THE SENATE BItL. 


The principle of democratic tariff reform

was strictly adhered loin the Wilson bill 
bat it has been utterly ignored and vio- 
lated ia the senate substitute measure. The 
dn!y is to be retained on iron and coal and 
has beed reduced on manufactured articles.

Liko most oriental conquerors, ho wiinted 
to build a cnpitul for himself, and nftei 
enriching Agra, which had been the capi- 
tal of Akbar and Jahangir, his grandfa- 
ther and father, wltJi the unrivaled Tnj 
and other beautiful buildings, he moved 
bis capital to Delhi, currying on the work 
of construction there on un equally mag- 
nificent scale, nnd making it in tho lust of 
hiB reign and' tbo reigns of his successor 
the most beautiful oltyand thn most sumj. 
tnouB court in Iho world. It lost liltlo of 
ItBBplcndor until the. invasion cj Nadir 
Shah In 1780, nt which date tbo Mogul 
empire had fallen from Us high estate and 
was rapidly declining through the vices ol 
its ruleio. Tho last hundred years of the 
dynasty were contemptible, the emperors 
being weak tools lu the power of schem- 
ing adventurers. But thoy lived on vith 
tho semblance of authority until 1657, 
when the last of the line was exiled for 
participating In the great Sepoy mnt:'uy, 
A.t tho tinio of the mutiny Delhi wn^ cap- 
lured by the rebels, and many uf those who

It was retnk- 
en four months Inter, after a long contin- 
ued contest and despernro fi^htim.', in 
which tho heroic lender of the liritish 
forces, General NicholHou, one of the ahu-st. 
soldiers ever employed in Indin. lout bin 
life. He wng only in years old. Hiu lomh 
is in tbe English cemetery, nutside Iho 
Cashmere gate, and a splendid monument 
has been raised to his memory in the Pun- 
jab, near Ruwal Piudi.

There aro some new 
Cambridge twills that will make very 
handsome gowns, and with these ore ber- 
bers, English whipcords, poplins, velours, 
bedford cords and German salambos, all 
in shades of tho new greens, heliotropes, 
tans, gamuts, grays and gobelin.

On* pretty novelty is brocaded mohair 


and printed mohair in cream colored 
grounds.

Tho corsage was quite plain, with a brown 
velvet bolt and two bias folds bound with 
tho velvet In form of fiat bretelles.

MysteHout Facts Regarding" TJmbuotoo— 


Nursery (Superstitious—The Early ; Um- 
brella—Galvanized Iron. 


How many readers know in detail more 
bout Timbuktu than that it is a mysteri- 
ua sort of place somewhere in central 
Yfrica? In point of fact, Timbuktu is an 
nwalled, defenseless town, dependent for 
la supply of food on the fleet of vessels and 
oats that ply on the Niger. It is situated 
n a terrace of sand a few miles north of 
be Niger. 
From a distance Timbuktu looks like a 


mass of ill looking houses built of earth, 


ominating a sandy ridge. It is built in 
ae shape of a triangle, with its apex to- 


ward the north, and is. about three miles in 
ircumference. It 
contains some good 


ouses of stone and several mosques. The 


most famous is the Great Mosque, which 


founded by the king of ihe Mellein 


327 and is a fine building. This mosque 
lands outside the town and is surrounded 
>y extensive ruins, which prove that Tim- 
uktu originally was a jauch larger town 
ban it is today. 
Timbuktu ia divided into seven quar- 
ers, and the most populous part is the 
outhern. The inhabitants consist chiefly 
f the Sonrhay, Touareys, Fellatahs, Arabs 
f various tribes, B<trnbaras, Mandingos 
nd Foulas. The population has been esti- 
mated at from 16,000 to 20,000 persons. They 
re iatellig«nt and industrious and have 
he reputation of being kind to strangers. 
Timbuktu is merely a great market, the 
joint of reunion for merchants. Here the 
rares of the north are exchanged for those 
if the south. The sultan of the Touaregs 
does not live in the city. It is ruled by a 
vind of mayor, who receives his authority 
rorn the former and acts in accordance 
with his behests. 


The port at Timbuktu is at Cabra, a 
mall town of some 400 houses, about five 
miles distant. The NiRer, with its fleet of 
•easels and boats passing to and fro, gives 
jreat life to the scene. The environs of 
'imbuktu are peopled by numerous tribes, 
)n the west are various Arab tribes, part 
if the great tribe of the Berabich; on the 
east and northeast the Touuregs, the pres- 
nt dominant power in Timbuktu and 
masters of the middle course of the Niger, 
\vhile on the south, across the river, are the 
Sonrhays. Alirasar is the paramount chief 
if the Touareg tribe. Timbuktu is sup- 
>osed. to have been founded by the Toua- 
•egs about the fifth century of the Hegira. 
t ia only since the seventeenth century 
hat Europeans have visited Timbuktu. 
Jntil then it was known only by report as 
a fabled land of wealth and magniflcance.

How many readers know In detail more 


about Timbuktu than thut it in a mysterl- 
OUB sort of place somewhere In central 
Africa? In point of fact, Timbuktu la on 
unwalled, defenseless town, dependent for 
Its supply of food on the fleet of vessels and 
boats that ply on the Niger. It Is situated 
on a terrace of sand a few males north of 
the Nifier. 
1 


From a distance Timbuktu looks Ilka a 


mass of 111 looking houses built of earth, 
dominating a sandy ridco. It Is built in 
the shape of a triangle, with Its apex Co- 
ward the north, nnd in about three miles In 
circumference. It contains some good 
houses ot Btone and several mosques. The 
most famous is the Great Mosque, which 
was founded by the kiugot the Melle in 
13£7 and is a fine building. This mosque 
stands outside the town and is surrounded 
by estcnsive ruins, which prove that Tim- 
buktu originally was a much larger town 
than it Is today. 


Timbuktu is divided into seven quar- 


ters, and the most populous part IB the 
southern. The inhabitants consist chiefly 
of Uie Sonrhay, TouaregB, Fellatabs, Arabs 
of various tribes, Bauibarus, Mandingos 
and Foulas. The population has been esti- 
mated at from 18,000 to 20,000 persons. They 
aro Intelligent and industrious and have 
the reputation of being kind to strangers. 
Timbuktu is merely a great market, the 
point of reunion for merchants. Here the 
wares of the north are exchanged for those 
of the south. The sultan of the Touarei's 
does not live in the city. 'It is ruled by a 
kind of mnjor, who receives his authority 
from the former and acts in accordance 
with his behests. 


Tho port of Timbuktu is at Cabra, 'a 


small town of some 400 houses, about five 
miles distant. The Niger, with its fleet of 
vessels and boats passing to and fro, gives 
groat life to the scene. The environs of 
Timbuktu are peopled by numerous tribes. 
'Ou tho west are various Arab tribes, part 
of tho great tribe of tboBerabicli: on tue 
east and northeast the Touaregs, tho pres- 
ent dominant power lu Timbuktu and 
masters of the middle course of the Nigor, 
while on the south, across the river, are the 
Sonrhays. AlimBnr is tho paramount chief 
of tho Touareg tribe. Timbuktu is sup- 
posed to have been founded by the Toua- 
rcgs about the fllth ceatury of the Hegirs, 
It is only since the seventeenth century 
that Europeans have visited Timbuktu. 
Until then it was known only by report as 
a fabled land of wealth and magnlflcanco.

Witt of necessity depend much upon his con- 
dition and the nature of the illness, but 
there is ou« poiat to be always observed, 
the patient must be kept cleun and tidy. 
In regard to this care as well as the baths 
that are part of the treatment. The House- 
fcrife gives some practical directions as fol- 
lows: The body should be regularly sponged 
und the hair combed as the patient can bear 
it. In very weak oases only part of the body 
may be spoaged at a time, and ia doing so 
care must be taken not to expose the pa- 
tient unnecessarily to any cold or draft. In 
cases -where perspiration is profuse, ?. little 
acetic acid atWed to the water is wonder' 
fully cooling and refreshing. The doctor 
In attendance may order a bath. A cold 
bath is from 83 to 60 degrees F.; a cool bath 
is from 60 to 75; a temperate bath' is from 
t5to85; atepidbatu is from 65 to 95; 
•Warm bath is from 95 to 100; a hot bath is 
from 100 to 113. 


Always use a bath thermometer ia test- 


ing the temperature of the water, as thi 
hand is an imperfect guide. After a colt 
bath see that the patient is well dried anc 
rubbed till the skin glows and a feeling o 
•warmth is experienced. In a warm bath 
the invalid is immersed up to the neck f o; 
about seven minutes, unless otherwise or 
fiered. Too long immersion is apt to be de- 
pressing, A warm blanket should be in 
readiness to wrap round the patient oa 
leaving the bath, especially in the case of 
young children. Warm bathing is usually 
followed by a refreshing sleep. 


A vapor or Turkish bath may be easily 


Itc~rovised when required. Place the pa- 
tie .t on, a cane bottomed chair and envelope 
both chair and invalid in blankets. Then 
place a spirit lamp 'or even a pail of boiling 
Water under the chair, and the steam thus 
generated and confined by the blankets -in- 
duces & free perspiration. Ten to fifteen 
minutes should suffice, after which rub 
briskly and put to bed. 


If a cold pack be ordered, procure three 


pieces of flannel, ia breadth to reach from 
the patient's neck to the hips, in length 
sufficient to go round the body and overlap. 
Dip one niece of this flannel in cold water 
—the colder the better— and wrap it round 
the body nest the skin. Over this placo o 
dry piece of flannel and -wrap in the

The Merrimack mills strike at the Navy 


Yard is ended. 


For four weeks the mills have been idle, 


bat this noon as a result of a conference 
the strike was brought to an end. 


Tbe adjustment was the agreement by 


Agent Fels to restore the old schedule of 
wages. The conference was between Mr. 
Fels and the executive committee of the 
strikers. 


Return Under Conditions. 


Agent Fels was interviewed over the 


telephone. He said the strikers will re- 
turn to work under certain conditions. 
Be prefers to ran the mill under the old 
wages rather than let it stand idle, but the 
the operatives must do what is required of 
them, and they must prepare if times do 
not improve, for a shut down of the mill. 
The operatives will return to work a week 
from Monday.

MARKETS FOR COTTON GOODS ARE 


IMPROVING GREATLY. 


Tremont & Suffolk Mills Are Likely to 


Run Full Time All Summer—Improve- 
ment Expected Without Delay in the 
Woolen Market. 


Reports from all the New England man- 


ufacturing places indicate that mills are 
beginning to run on large orders of goods. 


The mills are very bus/ and the best part 


of the situation is that the output is find- 
ing immediate consumption. The manu- 
facturers of staple goods are a little more 
hopeful than they have been of late and 
are not so particular about making a few 
more pieces than they have positive orders 
for, as they are looking for a larger busi- 
ness this month than last owing to the 
small stocks iu jobbers' bands. 


There appears to have been a moderate 


business done of late in brown sheetings 
and drills and the mills engaged in making 
these goods are being kept busy. 
Some 


imorovement is reported in the China 
trade and in that with Africa. The de- 
clared shipments for the past week from 
New York were 2097 packages and 477 
from Boston, a total of 2344, valued at! 
$123,253. Of tbe number 481 packages 
•were sent to Brazil, 701 to China, 222 to 
Tenezuela and 123 to Hayti. 


Little has been heard this week about 


shutting down by the cotton mills, and of 
late such mills as the Tremont and Suffolk 
of Lowell have talked of running through 
the summer without any stoppage as among 
the possibilities. The work of substituting 
ring frames at the Fall Eiver mills has well 
commenced, and the Chace Mill mule spin- 
ners have been notified that their services 
will be required no more after today. The 
corporation has completed its work of sub- 
stituting nng frames for mule, and the 
work of the spinners will be done hereafter 
by young men and pirls. 


There is much uncertainty at Nashua 


regarding a shut-down. 
The overseers 


claim not to beany wiser than the opera- 
tives in the matter, and the chances for a 
shut-down are ahout even with the pros- 
pects of steady work. 
The Tale mills are 


now running oa full time and will probably 
run all summer. 


The woolen mills are fairly busy on or- 


ders recently booked, but these do not re- 
present an average season's business and 
there is prospect ahead after they are filled, 
the manufacturers claim.

Pearson as the best man for the place 
among the candidates who have appeared, 
and he does not hesitate to say that he 
meant that indorsement to be emphatic 
and binding when he made it. He is not 
making threats, but he would not tamely 
submit to beina; ignored in this matter. 


The opposition to Mr. Pearson comes 


from some very prominent democrats in 
Massachusels who are not residents of 
Lowell. President Cleveland asked the 
question, when he was lold that Repre- 
sentative Stevens had indorsed Mr. Pear- 
sou, would it not be better1 to take an older 
jnan with more experience'? This is taken 
to indicate that the arguments against Mr. 
Pearson on account of his age have been 
presented to the president. 


Mr. Pearson is 24 years old, and Repre- 


sentative Stevens says he is perfectly com- 
petent to fill the office.

they now entertain. It has been demon- 
strated for centuries past that organiza- 
tions of various kinds, have been 
benefi- 


cial to the human race. 
I might quote 


many of them, but it is not my intention 
to dwell upon any but the labor unions. A 
labor union having for its obiscts mutual 
assistance among Its members in times o! 
distress and also to gnard its members 
from any encroachments on the part of 
capital, upon the rights, privileges and 
wages of its members, is a boon not only 
to those directly interested In its member- 
ship but to those with whom its members 
come in contact. 


Tbs well regulated labor organizations 


(of which there are a great many) have a, 
constitution and by-laws, which are a law 
unto themselves, and the member of such 
an organization, becoming accustomed to 
being governed by such constitution and 
by-laws, becomes more conservative in his 
views, and ready at any time to respect 
and defend the civil laws. 


Again, the labor organization teaches its 


members to be more thrifty and econo- 
mical, teaches them to prepare for the un- 
certainties of the future, teaches peaceful 
and intelligent methods of procedure, 
where differences of opinion arise between, 
employer and employed, and where there 
are well regulated labor unions, strikes are 
almost unknown. 


The labor union also teaches its mem- 


bers through discussion, and in other ways 
what is expected of its members to make 
them competent workmen and also teaches 
them where the line should be drawn when 
the employer wishes to use any of his 
arbitrary methods which labor many times 
must undergo and suffer.

members to be self respecting and inde-

were astounded to learn that Leslie Scott, 
teller of the Vermont National bank of 
this place, had been, arrested in Nashua,

and got $700, the balance being placed to 
his credit. The total amount of check* 
found on his person was $14,000.

Scott was really on his way to Lowell to 


work his little game but stopped off at 
Nashua in order to try his luck. He is an 
expert at signatures, as an txamination of 
these checks show, and the bottle of ink 
taken from him gives a claw to his work by 
i's shading. These checks are all Indorsed, 
apparently by the persons giving them. 
The draft was perfectly straight and cos- 
responded so correctly with names and 
banks that it was by the merest accident 
that the forgery was discovered in time to 
catch Scott before he left town.

'It'hiis been demon- 
strated'for centuries past that organiza- 
tions of various kinds, have been 
benefi- 


cial to tho human race. 
I might quote 


many of them, but it is not my Intention 
to dwell upoD auy but the labor unions. A 
labor union bavins for Its objects mutual 
assistance among its members In limes of 
distress and also to guard its members 
from any encroachments on the part of 
capital, upon the rights, privileges and 
wages of Its members, Is a boon not only 
to those directly Interested In Us member- 
ship but lo those with whom Its members 
come in contact. 


Ths.well regulated l«linr nrranlz-atlons 


(of which there are a great many) have a 
constitution and by-laws, which are a law 
unto themselves, and the member of such 
an organization, becoming accustomed to 
being governed by such constitution and 
by-laws, becomes, more conservative in his 
views, and ready at any time to respect 
and defend tbe civil laws. 


Again, the labor organizatiou leaches Its 


members to be more thrifty and econo- 
mical, teaches them to prepare for the un- 
certainties ot the future, teaches peaceful 
and • intelligent methods of 
procedure, 


where differences of opinion arise between 
employer and employed, and where, there 
are well regulated labor unions, strikes are 
almost unknown. 


The labor union also teaches ils mem- 


bers through discussion, and in other ways 
what is expected of Its members to make 
them competent workmen and also teaches 
them where the line slionld be drawn when 
tbe employer wishes to use any of his 
arbitrary methods which labor many limes 
must undergo and suffer. 


Labor organizations also teach their 


members to be self respecting and Inde- 
pendent and then acquire the qualities 
through their intercourse with each other 
socially and politically to make the idcnl 
citizen.

jence. According to SJr, Hayes, the de- 
lay, in the first place, was occasioned by 
jthe absence from Philadelphia of G. M. 
,~W. Sovereign, who is one of the Knights' 
committee. The latest letter from Mr. 
Hayes contains the statement that the 
railroad organizations invited to partici- 
pate in the conference have asked time 
(the engineers until May) to consider and 
'act npon the invitation. It is evident 
that the federation committee feels that 
somebody will be blamed for what will 
look to the workingmen of the country 
like unnecessary delay, for the following 
note accompanies the correspondence in 
The Federationist: "In order that the re- 
sponsibility for the delay in holding the 
conference may be placed where it right- 
ly belongs and our fellow workers may 
know that neither the American Federa- 
tion of Labor officers nor its conference 
committee are blamable, we have deemed 
it necessary to make public the corre- 
spondence." 


The officials of the federatoin say that 


a number of complaints have reached 
their office from affiliated unions charg- 
iijgthat there "is a purpose in the delay," 
which purpose, it is alleged, is shown in 
the warfare waged against the Garment 
Workers in Boston by the Knights of La- 
bor. While not sanctioning this charge 
against Mr. Hayes, I will say that tin- 
less he can fix the blame upon the rail- 
way organizations he must admit the 
responsibility for the delay. In his let- 
ter to Mr. Gompers, bearing date March 
13, Mr. Hayes states that he has com- 
ffittnioations from the Locomotive Fire- 
men, dated March 8, and the Railway 
Trainmen, dated March 10, asking for 
more time. The dates 011 these com- 
munications indicate that Mr. Hayes 
was very slow in extending his invitation 
to these two organisations or that they 
took their time in replying and got 


points. Of course, when the time comes 
for finally adopting a policy and launch- 
ing it, there will be some dissatified ones, 
but in the main they will not amount to 
enough to seriously impede the progress 
of the movement, and those who can- 
not be won over through a desire to see 
the whole army of workers benefited can 
be spared.

A JUDGMENT ON THE CARNEG1ES. 


Their Efforts to Crush tlie Manhood Out of 


Their Employees Has Proved Costly. 
The attempt of the Camegies to break 


up the labor organization of the men em- 
ployed by them at Homestead was suc- 
cessful. The object was principally to 
put themselves in a position to regulate 
wages to suit themselves. Since then 
they have reduced wages materially, and 
all the other iron and steel works of the 
region being in sympathy with their pur- 
pose the workmen have been obliged to 
submit to any terms "offered them or go 
elsewhere. 


Many of the best chose the latter al- 


ternative, and with the lowering of the 
wage scale and the reduction of the spirit 
of manhood among the workmen came a 
lowering of the character of the work. 
This was inevitable, and it is surprising 
that such a philosopher as the head of 
the firm did not see it for himself i for it 
is in consonance with a plain law of na- 
ture. 


That he missed it, however, is certain, 


and now he has to mourn the loss off 
nearly $141,000 in consequence, that be- 
ing the 10 per cent of the contract price 
for certain armor plate, which the firm 
lias been obliged to forfeit on account of 
the inferior quality of plate it delivered 
to tho government.

IN MIXIN& LIQUIDS. 


Hyiiteriotu Sappers of 
Wood—Various

When fluids are placed one upon anothei 


In the order of their d&nsity, Jt ig well 
known that the densest liquid falls to the 
bottom.

"Sweating" has developed into a "sys- 


tem." It is a system of slavery. It once 
had its taskmasters, the subcontractors, 
who ruled with iron hand, whether his 
slaves were Bohemian cigar makers, 
Italian macaroni makers, German shirt- 
makers or Russian coatmakers. This 
taskmaster was called the "sweater." 
Today it takes four slaves to make a 
"sweater." 
The first is the tenement 


house laborer himself. The middleman 
who secured tlie work has become a fic- 
tion, and his shop has for the most part 
disappeared with him. He gets his work 
direct, and so does it for less pay. He 
saves tho rent of the shop by doing the 
work at home. He saves hire by letting 
Ms wife and children help. What mat- 
ter if the work be poorly done? 
He 


smooths it over and does it cheaper. 
What though he eat, wash, sleep, lie 
sick or die in that same room and send 
forth its vermin, filth and infection of 
measles or diphtheria? It matters not. 
He can do the work cheaper than others. 
He gets the "greeners" to help by teach- 
ing them the trade and giving them thus 
a start in life. He himself works hard- 
est. 
One man had counted 213 such 


sweaters' dens in Philadelphia. 


The rabbi had spent the day before

"They do it themselves by their under- 


bidding, scaling down prices to starva- 
tion wages. Yes, it is the greed which 
recoils on them and yields them but the 
bitter broad of their own sweat to eat. 


The doctor pleaded earnestly for a pub- 


lic sentiment in behalf of -such a law as 
Massachusetts has. Every tenement 
house workshop in the state has been 
stamped out by a simple law and the evil 
eliminated. It requires that a tag or 
label bearing tlie words "Tenement 
niafle" be attached to all such goods. A 
fine of $30 attaches to each violation. 


"No merchant will advertise himself 


as a disciple of the sweating system by 
Belling such goods, and who would pur- 
chase goods which represent such an in- 
famous system? The law further re- 
quires a license to be taken out by all 
shops. It has put an end to the filthy 
dens by refusing the license. It has kept 
guard over the spread of disease by re- 
voking the license when through the 
board of health it was discovered as nn- 
reported.

to make the sweating system is the rack-

HOTT the Hefcht and Velocity of Clouds 


Are Determined. 


The height and velocity of clouds have 


been determined by means of photog- 
raphy. Two cameras, placed about 600 
feet apart, are provided with instantane- 
ous shutters, simultaneously released by 
electricity. The observer measures the 
angle of inclination of the cameras and 
the position of the cloud as photographed 
on the two plates, and from these data a 
trigonometric calculation gives the dis- 
tance and height of a cloud with great 
accuracy.

How Peppermint Is Distilled. 


The process, according to a distiller, is a 


very simple one. A boiler, a vat, tank and 
separator of the most primitive kind are all 
that are required to extract the precious 
drops of oil from the plant. One lar^e Htill 
holds a ton of the dry herb. The pepper- 
mint ts trodden down in the vat by men, 
and water is then poured npon the herb. 
This is heated by steam, and the contents 
of the vat are kept at boiling point until all 
the water is vaporized. The heat causes 
the little cells in the leaves and blossoms 
to burst and minute particle^ of oil to es- 
cape. These are carried by the steam to 
the top of the vat and through a coil of tin 
pipes (or a "worm") which run round and 
round a tank of cold water. 


Gradually the steam is condensed, and 


the fluid, a mixture of oil and water, drops 
into a small separator. The oil floats on the 
top, and the water is drained off, though in 
order to secure every drop of oil the fluid is 
passed into three compartments of the sep- 
arator. "When pure, the essence of pepper- 
mint is almost colorless, but if the herbs 
are left in the vat from Saturday to Mon- 
day the oil will have a brownish tint, and 
if a larger quantity of water than is neces- 
sary be placed in the still the oil will be of 
a greenish color.

Mr. Hayes, nnd if I have a grievance 
against him it is the same that every 
friend of organized labor has, and if he 
is not responsible for the delay in 
getting the conference committees to- 
gether .then I apologize to liim hero 
and now, 
There has .been careleaa- 


ness, indifference or worse somewliure— 
that is, when one knows tho need for 


any time within the past 10 yearn. Tlie 
man whom we call "leaders," for lack of 
a foottor 'namn, are iilmoflb unanimous 
for some sort of a combination of the labor 
forces, and if they can.be brought to- 
gether I urn firmly convinced that past 
personal differences will not stfind in the 
way of united action upon a platform 
that all can agree to. I do not mean 
that a platform can IJB mado which will 
contain all tho deuanndo of every school, 
but I believe the time lias come when 
the working people aro overwhelmingly 
in favor of the adoption of a programme 
containing tho essentials which all can 
agree to, leaving to tho future tbo settle- 
ment of tho points upon which there ig 
disagreement. 


I do not make these statements thought- 


losaly. I have been carefully canvass- 
ing tho subject for several months and 
nni not uow overlooking any of the main 
points. Of course, when tho timo comes 
for filially adopting a policy and launch- 
ing it, thero will besomo dissatificd ones, 
but in tho main they will not amount to 
enough to seriously impede the progress 
of tho movement, and those who oan- 
uot be won over through a desire to ace 
the whole army of workers benefited can 
bo Bpiired, Tho important question uow 
is, Will tho conference provided for by 
the general assembly of tho Knights of 
Labor sot tho ball rolling without losing 
more precious time, or will tho impetus 
como from another direction? Probably 
tho boat" answer to this query in that all 
available agencies should bo employed. 
But let us get u move on.

"What though ho eat, wash, Bleep, lie 
sick or die in that same room and send 
forth its vermin, filth and infection of 
measles or diphtheria? It matters not. 
ITo can do the work cheaper than others. 
He gets tho "greeners" to help by teach- 
ing them tlio trade and giving them thus 
& start iu life. Ho himself works hard- 
est,

sweaters' tlcua in Philadelphia.

Ithas kept 
guard over tho spread of disease by re- 
voking the license when through tho 
board of health it was discovered aa un- 
roported, 


"Tho second slavo to greed who helps 


to make the sweating system is the rack- 
ing landlord. 
Tho ramshackle shanties, 


for which enormous profits ar'o coined 
into gold out of tbo blood of the poor, 
are a stench in tho nostrils of decent hu- 
uianity. 


"The third slave in the sweating sys- 


tem is the employer. Ho has boon called 
hard 11111111:9 by many and no doubt 
often deservedly. I am glad to know 
that thero are many self respecting em- 
ployers today who would diadain to soil 
their hands, corrupt their consciences or 
blacken their souls by grinding down 
the ignorant and helpless to ft scale of 
life whioh is beneath that of the brute 
and make him labor undor conditions 
which put a premium on a prison cell."

remains after a meal and warm np to 
help out another dish. The romainn of 
boiled fresh fish can be warmed np in a 
little batter, pepper, nalt and water; us 
you would stew lobster. Cold fried and 
broiled fiah can be placed in a tin pan 
nnd Bet into the oven 10 minutes, when 
it will be found to be hot enough, 


Fishtails can be steamed for 10 or .15 


minutes and then Bet into the oven to get 
crisp. If you have a Lirae piece of boiled 
UBU which • you wish to serve whole, 
place it on a plate and set into the steam* 
er anil steam 30 minutes. If you ha 
drawn butter. to warm up, do not set it 
on the fire, but put it Into a bowl and 
set the bowl into hot water. Cook but* 
tor as little as possible, as by cooking it 
becomes oily, When yon do use it, al- 
ways add it threo or five minutes before 
taking tho'dish from the flra.

How Peppermint Ia Distilled. 


The process, according to a distiller, Is a 


very t'Lmpla one. A boiler, a vat, tank find 
separator of tho most primitive kind are all 
that are required to extract the precious 
drops of oil from the plant. One large Btill 
holds a ton of the dry herb. The pepper- 
mint Is trodden down In tho vat by men, 
ind water is then poured upon the herb. 
This is heated by steam, and tho contents 
of tho vat are kept at boillngpolntnntll all 
the wnter is vaporized. 
The heftt causes 


the little cells in the leaves and blossoms 
to burst and minute partlolcts of oil to es- 
cape. 
Thesp arc carried by the steam to 


the top o£ tho vat and through a coll of tin 
pipes (or n "worm") which run round and 
round n Unk of cold water. 


Gradually the ntc-iiui ia condensed, and 


Ibe fluid, a mixture of oil and water, drops 
Into ft small separator. Tho oil floats on tho 
top, nnd tho water Is drained off, though In 
order to secure overy dtop of oil tho fluid is 
passed Into three compnrLmentfl of the sep- 
arator. "When pure, tho eBacnco of pepper- 
mint Is nlmOflt colorless, but if tbo herbs 
arc loft lu thu vat from Saturday to Mon- 
day tbo oil will have n brownish tint, and 
if a larger quantity of water tluin Is IIOCCB- 
fiary bo plaml In the still tho oil will bo of 
a greenish color.

Chicory 
can bo treated In the same manner. 


Making Codfish Balls. 


Soak the. fish till soft and pick Into fine 


shreds; have a quantity of cold mashed po- 
tatoes or cold boiled rice. Mix thefiah thor- 
oughly with either, uairig half the quantity 
of flsu that you do of potatoes or rico, and 
make out into little round flat cakes. Dip 
them In beaten oga, and roll in flour, sifted 
|neal or finely powdered cracker crumbs, 
and fry in hot butter or drlppiiiRB. 


Ironing Nupkina.

THE CASE ENDED. 


NEW YOHK, April 7.—R. G, Dun & Co.'s 


Weekly Review of Trade says: Improve- 
ment in business has continued since the 
president's veto of the Bland bill. But 
the best news of the week is the great de- 
crease in number and importance of fail- 
ures, of which full returns are given for 
the first time by months in the quarterly 
•tatement. The number was 2090 in Jan- 
uary, 1202 in February and 1005 in Marc'j. 
The commercial liabilities were $31,320.- 
8157 in J«nu;iry, 817,930,419 in February 
aud $14,730.893 in March. 


Though the number of commercial fail- 


ures, 4297, -,vas never equalled in the 
United States during any quarter until 
the third of feat year, the average of lia- 
bilities is only $14,890, which is lower than 
has appeared in the records of 88 years at 
any time clasely preceding any serious 
reverse. 
The 
degree of commercial 


soundness and health thereby indicated 
gives ground for hope that the liquida- 
tion consequent upon the disaster of 1893 
have been in a large measure accom- 
plished. What tfce Markets Show. 


Cottons are steady, with more strength 


In print cloths and kindred fabrics. The 
demand for shoes is a little better, but 
shipments from Boston are still 15 per 
cent less than a year ago, the cases also 
averaging lower prices. 
The woolen 


mills at work are generally pushed by 
urgent orders from belated clothiers for 
spring goods, and about a dozen more 
mills have started. 


In dress goods the March business was 


nearly of normal proportions, but in these 
and other woolens the demand for falling 
is still far below the usual mark. Sales 
of wool at the three chief markets for the 
last two weeks have been 9.130,800 pounds, 
against 7,833,000, with, some concessions 
to buyers, though stocks of the kinds 
most in demand are running low. 


Xhe'-e is no change of importance in the 


manufacturing demand for minor metals. 
Prices of twine and rope have been re- 
duced to the lowest ever known, 6 cents 
for manila and 4 for sisal cordage, pre- 
sumablv the beginning of active competi- 
tion between the United States and the 
Good companies. 


Food Snppllei. 


Wheat has been lifted about 4 cents by 


reports of serious injury to the plant, but 
the accounts aie more thaa usually con- 
flicting, and there is much uncertainty 
about the extent of the injury. "Western 
receipts were 1,711,147 bushels for 
the 


week, against 3,170,971 last year, but ex- 
ports from Atlantic ports were but 759,445 
bushels, against 1,042,265 last year. Corn 
has declined 11-2 cents, with western re- 
ceipts of 2,596,139 bushels. 


Pork illustrates the contrariness of the 


hog by rising 50 cents, with lard a shade. 


The cotton market approaches stagna- 


tion, with spot steady at 7 34 cents, but 
receipts for the week exceed last year's, 
and still indicate a crop much above 
7,000,000 bales.

Before ad- 
journing Judge Jenkins said as the ques- 
tion involved was a highly important one, 
and it was desirable that it should be re- 
viewed by a court of last resort, he would 
gladly co-operate with counsel in tailing 
steps to secure an appeal. 


The decision grants the technical modi- 


fication of the supplemental order asked 
for by the petitioners, while it reiterates 
more strongly the real position taken in 
the injunctional order. In reality there is 
not a point yielded. The order to strike 
out the offensive clause in the supple- 
mental injunction, taken in connection 
with what goes before it, is a delicately 
pointed rebuke to the counsel for petition- 
ers for quibbling over the ambiguity of a 
clause, the substance of which was clearly 
and strongly stated in preceding sen- 
tences.

with the tariff bill, 


While flie Republican senators hava 


notadopted nny particular line of policy 
to be pursued with regard to the tariff 
bill, they will profit by the tactics that 
the Democrats followed in the famous 
Dght against the force bill. They are 
(jreally encouraged in their stand by tbo 
Republican victories which have lately 
occurred. 


The Democratic managers of tho house 


express ths^sslres an surprised at the ap- 
parent indifference of some of the Demo- 
cratic senators concerning the tariff bill.

for by the petitioners, while It reiterates 
more strongly the reul position taken in 
the iajunctlonal order. In reality there iu 
not a point yielded. The order to strike 
out tho offensive clause In the supple- 
mental injunction, takun In connection 
with what goes before it, IB a delicately 
pointed rebuke to the counsel for petition- 
era for quibbling over the ambiguity n[ a 
clause, the Bubstnuce of which was clearly 
and strongly stated in preceding sen- 
tences. 


The decision rests upon two proposi- 


tions, which are elaborately- elucidated. 
These arc the illegal purpose and chiinic- 
ter of the strike which the order was to 
prevent, and the authority of the court 
to prevent und punish Illegal acts.

are not done in pale graen tiles and white 
marble, but «ino and plaster still hold 
their own. To makes these endurable, en- 
aincl und varnished paper must be used. 
Tho moment the inside erf the bath becomes 
stained and chipped it should be re-enam 
eled by an expert. The bath should b« 
scrubbed first with strong soda and water 
and then the first coat of enamel shoulc 
be applied, of course when tha bath itsel: 
is absolutely and entirely dry. Then, aft- 
er two days, another coat should be given 
and then, after 84 hours more, the batb 
should be filled with oold water, which 
should be left in it for another similar 
space; then give one more coat of ename 
and allow it to thoroughly dry and harden 
and you will hav« an absolutely perfeoi 
"job" and one any maid or boy oouh 
manage quite well. 


Varnished paper is the best substitute 


for tiled walls yet known to lean purses 
But even when the best sort of materials 
have been used only the best sort of oare 
will insure a really clean and sweet room 
Tho moment a bathroom is left the second 
housemaid should go Into it, dry the batb 
thoroughly, hang up the blankets on a 
long brass rail provided for the purpose 
and she should also take back the towels 
to the room of that individual who haa 
had the bath, for of course tbesn ghoulc 
be kept distinct to each person, and no 
permanent towel or piece of soap should 
ever be allowed there.

Delhi has been called the Rasae of Asia, 


The archwologUt goes through layer aftet 
layer of 1U dynasties and monuments. Tht 
Baghavat Purana tella of a long line of 
king* going back to at least 1,500 years 
before the Christian era. In a space nine 
milts long and from three to six broad, 
covering an area of 45 square miles, are 
the ruins of seven royal cities. Only one 
of these dates from the ancient period, and 
it is not certain that anything remains of 
the old Hindoo city bat one iron pillar. 
The oldest monument* in Delhi are two 
pillars of Asoka, but they were originally 
erected elsewhere—one at Meerut and tha 
other at Tophar, where tbe Jumna enters 
the plains, and brought here In 1306. King 
Asoka lived In tha third century B. C, 
and was to Buddhism in India what Con- 
stantine was to Christianity. The pillars 
are of his time. The largest outside the 
city at Feroinbad is a monolith of pink 
sandstone, 13 feet 7 inches high and 10 feet 
10 inches in circumference. The inscrip- 
tion in Pali text ia of the oldest characters 
known in India. 


All the other monnmenta we sea htifl 


were raised by the Mohammedan conquer- 
ors from Tartary, Afghanistan and Persia, 
who swarmed through the mountain pass- 
es of the northwest and established king- 
doms more or less enduring. The oldest 
well preserved of these are the great 
mosque, begun In 1208 by Kntba-din-Ai- 
bok, who, having started from the position 
of a Turk! slavo, founded what is known 
a* the slave dynasty, and the great tower, 
Kutab Minor, raised to his memory by Al- 
tamsh, his son-in-law and successor. Next 
in, order come the grand old fort and pal- 
ace of Tnghlakabad, built in 1831 by Ghi- 
asndm Tagblak Shah, another despot 
whose caren illustrates the whirligig o< 
fortune, he having been born a slave. His 
dynasty lasted about 100 years. Hia sec- 
ond successor, Feroz Togblak, constructed 
numerous public works, the most useful 
of which waa a canal connecting the Jum- 
na river with his new city ot Ferotabad. 
The British have cleared it out, and it now 
flows through modern, Delhi. 


Another monarch, but not of his line, 


Alandin, built a pajaca ot a thousand pil- 
lars, which may yet be traced in the ruined 
fort of Shahpur. Delhi has suffered a dozen 
sieges and *cks, The most famous were 
these of Tamerlane, in 1898, and of Nader 
Shah in 1739. Both of these were attend- 
ed by frightful miesacres and looting on a 
stupendous scale. Nadir Shah carried 
away jewels and treasure valued at nearly 
1100,000,000, including the wonderful pea- 
oock throne of the Mogul empire, and the 
great diamond called the Eoh-i-Noor. The 
peacock throne, which may still be aeen in 
the Persian capital, robbed cf a part of 
Its splendor, was made tor Bhah Jahan by 
Austin de Bordeaux, a clever scoundrel, 
Who swindled several European princes 
with false gems before he found employ- 
ment at the Mogul court. This tbrona was 
4 feet by 6. It stood on six massive feet, 
which, With the body, were of solid gold) 
inlaid with rubies, emeralds and dia- 
monds. The two peacocks standing behind 
it blazed with precious stones. Between 
tbe peacocks was a parrot of life size, carv- 
ed oat of a single emerald. 


Hnmavnn, son of Babar, the first Mogul 


emperor, and father of Akbar, the greatest 
of them, restored the fort of Indrapot, one 
of the seven old cities on the plain, bnt 
tbe Delhi of today dates from Shah Jahan. 
Like most oriental conquerors, he wanted 
to build a capital for himself, and aftet 
enriching Agra, which had been the eapi- 
*1 of Akbar and Jahsngir, his grandfa- 
aer and fether, with the unrivaled Taj 


and other beautiful buildings, he moved 


ia capital to Delhi, carrying on the work 
f construction there on an equally mag- 
ifloent scale, and making it in the last ol 
<ls reign and the reign* of hia successor 
be most beautiful city and the most Burnt 
lions court in the world. It lost little of 


splendor until the invasion of Nadir 


Shah in 1789, at which date the Mogul 
empire had fallen from its high estate and 
vas rapidly declining through tbe vices o! 
fcs rulers. The last hundred years of the 
ynatty were contemptible, the emperora 
leing weak took in the power of schem- 
ng adventurers. But they lived on with 
the semblance of authority until 1857, 
when the last of the line was exiled for 
»rticipating in the great Sepoy mutiny. 
At the time of the mutiny Delhi was cap- 
rared by the rebels, and many of those who 
md taken refuge in tbe fort were killed 
while attempting to ascape. It was retak- 
en four months later, after a long contin- 
ued contest and desperate fighting, in 
which the heroic leader of the British 
'orcea, General Nicholson, one of the ablest 
soldiers ever employed in India, lost hi* 
ife. He was only 85 years old. His tomb 


n the English cemetery, outside tha 


Cashmere gate, and a splendid monument 
las been raised to his memory in the Pun- 
lab, near Rawal Pindi. 


The British government has practically 


ruled Delhi since 1808, when General Lake 
defeated the Sindian army in the first Mah- 
»atta war. Since the suppression of the 
mutiny the British flag has floated over 
be historic city.—Boston Herald.

In every theater these is a wardrobe, aad 


over the destinies ot the aald wardrobe pre- 
sides a lady, who to known as the "war d- 
rob» mistress." It ia the duty of the ward- 
robe mistreats to look after and generally 
see to the welfare of all the dresses worn 
in the pUy that is holding tbe boards of 
the theaters at which she is employed. 


Now, 
tt is obvious that when a robe but- 


tons at the back its wearer finds it hard 
work to fasten it up, especially when he 
or she hai a "quick change" on hand; so 
the wardrobe woman, just before a new 
play is produced or an old one revived, en- 
gages a certain number of men and worn- 
en, who are entitled "dreasers," and whose 
duty it is to assist tbe performers to put 
on and take off their various garments. If 
tbe piece is, let us say, of the modern type, 
the dresser's Tork is not half so arduous 
as it is in a production dealing with medi- 
eval times, 


Of coarse the ladies, whatever tha play 


is, always require a certain amount of as- 
sistance while they drees, bat the gentle- 
men who take part in np to date comedy 
do not need the services of the dresser to 
any great extent, although every dressing 
room has its dresser, or coupla of dressers, 
let the play be what it will. 


At theaters which make comic opera a 


specialty there are always plenty of dress- 
era to be found, and oomio operatic dresses 
are generally of a fantastic and pictur- 
esque description and are therefore not 
slipped on and oft without a little tronble. 
Professional* at the top of the tree havt 
dressers all to themielves. 


The loading lady who draws about $160 


a week has her own tastefully furnished 
dressing room and her own deft handed 
Abigail. Those who play good parts, but 
are not at the top, have to share a dresser 
—one dresser having to attend to two or 
perhaps three. Then come the damsels in 
possession of small parts. One dresser i* 
probably allotted to half a dozen of them. 
As regards tbe chorus, one dresser has to 
do for 10 or 18 of the ladies. It lathe same 
with the masculine portion of the compa- 
ny as it is with tha feminine. But every 
one, irrespective of salary, receives some 
assistance in tho dressing room. 


In big spectacular plays and pantomimes, 


when a large number of people are engag- 
ed, some of the supers combine professions 
and spend their time between lending 
their assistance in tbe dressing rooms and 
appearing on the stage. By doing this 
they are able to earn a little more money 
than they would do simply as supers. 


The people who require the most dress- 


ing are those who appear in uniform and 
armor. In olden times, we are told, the 
blacksmith used to put the finishing 
touches to the armed man's toilet, but 
stage armor hardly requires the services o!

A uniform is not 
slipped on at a moment's notice either, as 
tberu are generally plenty of sashes, belts, 
spurs and plumes to be rightly adjusted. 


When an actor has to appear as several 


different persons, he indulges in the gentle 
art of "under dressing." If, we will say, 
he is a sailor in the first act, a "walking 
gentleman" in the second and a demon in 
the third, he can generally manage to put 
on all the dresses he requires before the 
curtain goes up. As a sailor he has to look 
burly, and so his under dresses will come 
in handy for that. His wide trousers con- 
ceal his "second change" ones with easo, 
while the latter cover the tights which he 
will wear as a demon. It is quite possible i 
to wear three pairs of tights at once, aud 
this is often done by ballet dancers and 
others of that ilk.—London Tit-Bits.

How many readers know in detail more 


about Timbuktu than that it is a mysteri- 
ous sort of place somewhere in central 
Africa? In point of fact, Timbuktu is an 
unwalled, defenseless town, dependent for 
its bupply of food on the fleet of vessels and 
boats that ply on the Niger. It is situated 
on a terrace of sand a few miles north of 
tho Niger. 


From a distance Timbuktu looks like a 


mass of ill looking houses built of eartb, 
dominating a sandy ridge. It is built in 
the shape of a triangle, with its apex to- 
ward the north, and i > about three miles in 
circumference. It 
contains some good 


houses of fctone and several mosques. The 
most famous is the Great Mosque, which 
was founded by the king of the Melle in 
1327 and is a fine building. This mosque 
stands outside the town and is surrounded 
by extensive ruins, which prove that Tim- 
buktu originally was a much larger town 
than it is today, 


Timbuktu is divided into seven quar- 


ters, and the most populous part is the 
southern. The inhabitants consist chiefly 
of the Sonrhay, Touaregs, Fellatahs, Arabs 
of various tribes, Barbaras, Mandingos 
and Foulas. The population has been esti- 
mated at from 16,000 to 20,000 persons. They 
are intelligent and industrious and have 
the reputation of being kind to strangers. 
Timbuktu is merely a great market, the 
point of reunion for merchants. Here the 
wares of the north are exchanged for those 
of the south. The sultan of the Touaregs 
does not liveinthec'ty. It is ruled by a 
kind of mayor, who receives his authority 
from the former and acts in accordance 
with his behests. 


The port of Timbuktu is at Cabra, a 


small town of some 400 houses, about five 
miles distant The Niger, with its fleet of 
vessels and boats passing to and fro, gives 
great life to the scene. The environs of 
Timbuktu are peopled by numerous tribes. 
On the west are various Arab tribes, part 
of the great tribe of the Berabich; on the 
east and northeast tho Touaregs, the pres- 
ent dominant power in Timbuktu and 
masters of tlie middle course of the Niger, 
while on the south, across the river, are the 
Sonrhays. Alimsar is the paramount chief 
of the Tonareg tribe. Timbuktu is sup- 
posed to have been founded by the Toua- 
regs about the fifth century of the Hegira. 
It is only since the seventeenth century 
that Europeans have visited Timbuktu. 
Until then it was known only by report as 
a fabled land of wealth and magnificance.

From a distance Timbuktu looks like a 


mass of 111 looking houses built of earth, 
doinhiatiDg u Kiudy ridiro. It is bui't hi 
the shape of a triangle, with Its apex to- 
ward the north, and in about three milee In 
circumference. It

houaeH of atono and sevcrnl mosquea. The 
moat.fnmouaJB the Gruat Mosque, which 
was founded by tho kfiiRof tha Mello in 
1327 andlaa fine building. This mosque 
stands outside tha towa and is surrounded 
by oxLcnaivo ruins, which prove that Tim- 
buktu originally- was a. much Jnrgcr town 
than it is today. 


Timbuktu is divided into seven quar- 


ters, and the moat papulous, part ia the 
southern. Tho inhabitants consist chiefly 
of the Sonrhay, Tovmrcgs, Fella tabs, Arabs 
of various tribea, BambaroH, Mandirigoa 
and Foulaa. The popnliition has been esti- 
mated at from 10,000 to 20,OOOperflODB. They 
aro intelligent' aad industrious and have 
the reputation of being kind to strangera. 
Timbuktu is merely a great market, the 
point of reunion for merchants. Here the 
wares of tho north arc exchanged for those 
of tho south. Tho mikan of tha Touoregs 
does nob -live in tha city. It is ruled by a 
kind of mayor, who receives his authority 
from tho former ' autl acts in accordance 
with his behests. 


Tho port of Timbuktu ia at Cabra, a 


small town of some 400 houses, about five 
miles distant, . Tho Niger, with its fleet of 
vessels nnd 'boats passing to and £ro, givte 
grout' lite to the acene. The environs of 
Timbuktu are peopled by numerous tribes. 
On tho west arc various Arab tribes, port 
of the great tribe of tho Berabich; on tho 
coat and northeast tho Touaregs, the pres- 
ent dominant power la Timbuktu and 
masters of tho middle course of the Niger, 
while on the south, across the river, are tho 
SoQrhuys. Allmsar ia tho paramount chief 
of the Touareg tribe. Timbuktu is sup- 
posed to have beeii founded by tho Toun- 
rega about the fifth cciiUiry of the Hegira. 
It is only Bince tho seventeenth century 
thafc Europeans have visited Timbuktu, 
Until then it was known ouly by report aa 
a fabled land of wealth and magnificence. 


Bread For tho GorinaiiB. 


There have been efforts macjc by the agrl- 


culturul department to teach the Germans 
honr to bake nnd eat corn bread. The nt- 
tempb to increase the cousum ptioii of maize 
by this method has bcun u failure thus far. 
It appears that maize bread does not har- 
monize with the rest of tho diet generally 
preferred by the Gcruiaus nnd to *Fliicli 
they are accustomed. Ryu bread will al- 
wayn bb tho bread for the majority of Ger- 
mans, and bread nmclo from tho very 
choicest of wheat flour is demanded by the 
wealthy classes.

tain Conditions — Blanket Baths and 
Their Effecti.—Aft For Amateurs. 
Tha attention demoded by an invalid 


WlH at necessity depen* much upon his con- 
dition and the nature of the illness, but 
there in one point to be always observed, 
the patient must be kept clean and tidy. 
|& regard to this care as well as the baths 
that are part of the treatment, The House- 
trite gives some practical directions as fol- 
lows: The body should be regularly sponged 
and the hair combed as the patient can bear 
it la very weak cases only part of the body 
msy be sponged at a time, and in doing so 
care most be taken not to expose the pa- 
tient unnecessarily to any cold or draft. In 
eases -where perspiration is profuse, a little 
acetic acid added to the water is wonder- 
folly cooling and refreshing. The doctor 
in attendance may order a bath. A cold 
bath is from 88 to 60 degrees F.; a cool bath 
b from 60 to 75; a temperate bath is from 
TS to 85; a tepid bath is from 85 to 95; a 
warm bath is from 95 to 100; a hot bath is 
from 100 to lia 


Always use a bath thermometer in test- 


Jug the temperature of the water, as the 
hand is an imperfect guide. After a cold 
bath see that the patient is well dried and 
rubbed till the skin glows and a feeling of 
•warmth is experienced. In a warm bath 
the invalid is immersed up to the neck for 
about seven minutes, unless otherwise or- 
dered. Too long immersion is apt to be de- 
pressing. A warm blanket should be in 
readiness to wrap round the patient on 
leaving the bath, especially in the case of 
youag children. Warm bathing is usually 
followed by a refreshing sleep. 


A vapor or Turkish bath may be easily 


Improvised when required. Place the pa- 
tient on a cane bottomed chair and envelope 
both chair and invalid in blankets. Then 
place a spirit lamp or even a pail of boiling 
water under the chair, and the steam thus 
generated and confined by the blankets in- 
duces a free perspiration. Ten to fifteen 
minutes should suffice, after which rub 
.briskly and put to bed. 


If a cold pack be ordered, procure three 


pieces of flannel, in breadth to reach from 
the patient's neck- to the hips, in length 
sufficient to go round the body and overlap. 
Dip one piece of this flannel in cold water 
—the colder the better—and wrap it round 
the body nezt the skin. Over this place a 
dry piece of flannel and wrap ia the 
blanket. Keep on for about half an hour 
and then remove, rub the skin briskly, and 
put on the third piece of flannel (previously 
warmed). The sensation of a pack is very 
agreeable, and ihepatientenjoyBthereafte'- 
a sound slumber. 


3?or a blanket bath hot water ia used, the 


blanket being wrung out and wrapped 
round the patient. He is thea packed iu 
three or four dry blankets and allowed to 
lie quiet for half an hour; then rub him 
briskly and make him comfortable.

What is the brain like, in its capacity ol 


storehouse, and what should we see if we 
cuuld reduce our stature to Infinitesimal 
proportions and travel along the corridors 
of the brain? Does it contain galleries of 
pictures? Is it .furnished with shelves and 
pigeonholes for the classifications and care 
of records and messages? 


It is impossible to conceive what kind of 


apparatus or fittings ean at onto be suita- 
ble for storing up pictures and sounds 
and all the varieties of impressions receiv- 
ed from all the senses. Nor can we discov- 
er any curious machinery, even with the 
microscope, for the structure o£ the gray 
matter is so minute as to defy the powers 
of the leas, and all that we can detect is 
an agglomeration of minute cells. A cal- 
culation has been made regarding the 
number of those brain cells. 


Jt is assumed that every thought or per- 


ception is a separate lodger in the mind, 
requiring im apartment of the brain to 
itself, and the cells are the apartments. We 
have to provide aucommodations for all 
the incidents of tour everyday life, for all 
that we read in newspapers, for all that 
our schoolmasters crammed into us, and all 
that we havo learned since. How is this 
possible in one small skull? Our concep- 
tion is assisted by photography, which can 
print the Lord's Prayer so small that itre- 
quires a powerful microscope to read it. 


Surely, then, minute portions of the 


brain may contain a great deal. The cells 
vary in diameter from one three-hun- 
dredths of an Inch to one three-thou- 
eandtus, and this being known it is not 
difficult to estimate the entire number of 
them in the brain. Dr. Hooke, the mathe- 
matician, said 3,155,700,000; but, accord- 
ing to Manyert's calculation, the number 
of cerebral cells is only 600,000,000. Bee- 
ing that tbe doctor* <USer, let us use the 
slate and pencil ourselves. The thinking 
power of the brain is believed to reside in 
tho gray matter of the surfecs. 


This is a sheet of cellular nerve sub- 


stance, which is crumpled into convolu- 
tions through being confined within the 
narrow limits of the skull. If it were 
spread out flnt, it would be found equal 
to a layer an inch in thickness and 12 inch- 
es long by 11 inches broad—or slightly 
more—giving a total of 134 cubic inches. 
If all the cells were one three-hundredths of 
an inch in diameter, there would be room 
for 27,000.000 of them in one cubic inch, 
and therefore 8,618,000,000 of them in the 
whole, but since many of the cells are 
smaller the total Dumber must be greater. 


Let us, however, be content with the 


3,618,000,000. What ia a million? The 
Bible—Old and New Testaments together 
—is said to contain about 3,850,000 of let- 
ters. We should therefore have to pile up 
1,113 copies of the Scriptures to get a heap 
containing as many letters as the brain 
contains cells. As each cell lusy accom- 
modate one idea or thought, probably even 
a smaller storehouse would suffice for the 
wants of an average human creature. On 
tbe other hand, when great thinkers re- 
quire more accommodation, they way per- 
haps be able to grow more brain cells, and 
Webster did tell a great scholar that he 
had to change the size of his hat every few 
years.

We wnre within a mile of Crook's 
puss when the smoke was sighted, and In 
seven or eight.minutes tho command of K 
uieu and horses was In .the doflle. .We 
found It a.rooky out about SO feet wide, 
with walls running up until we could not 
see whore they ended. Wo crowded back 
to get clear of tho beat anil smoke, but the 
major remained nlouo at the mouth of tin 
pasa, as if he wanted to witness the wave 
offlreas ILrollcd along. 'The smoke WM 
driving nlong'.Iira donko cloud, but the 
flames we'ro yet two miles away when n 
band of 80 Apaches, all'In warpaint, and 
the very bMnd we wore scouting After cnmo 
riding like the wind from the south and 
turned Into tha dcHle.' The last of them 
had their leathern scorched by the billow 
offlaum : :

The mnjor hnd no timo to retreat; but the 


first Indian to < enter the pass was Yellow 
Feather, oulcf.of. one of the trlbea H 
could not have known that thpaoldlershai 
sought shelter there, but he no Boone 
caught., glimpse of the major than h 
threw up his liand in token of .friendship 
and the two rode side by. aide up the pass. 
With the last ot tho Indians oame three o 
tour black .tailed deer and hnU a dozen an 
telopes, and tho .warriors "crowded us uj 
the pass to let the animals in as far as pos 
aible from the heat. There was a draf 
from the prairie up'the defile, and men anc 
horses wens soon choked up. Wo uilcht 
have lost .every nnlmiil but for Yellow 
Feather, who suld to our.'half-bretd ecout: 


"Tell tho white uien to do ns wo do, 61 


their horses will soon be dead;" • • 


Every Indian lay at full length on his 


jtbmach, nnd auch of their ponies ns would 
not lie down hnd their noses pulled doivn 
to the earth, where there waa a current ol 
nir free from smoke. In tho course of hall 
an hour tho-heat nnd auioke from 'the 
mouth of the defile no longer troubled na, 
but Yellow Feather, gave us another liles- 
sage through the scout: • . •

"Tall the soldiers that tho trees above us 


are on flre, nnd we wish' they would go far- 
ther baok and give us better shelter." 
.,- .. 


W6 pushed back- until we were a full 


mile from the mouth of thu pass, and th« 
Indians closely followed us, and the deei 
and antelope came on behind. It was only 
the trees at the base of the mountain which 
were dry enough to burn, but It would bfi 
hours before any one could leave the dollle. 
It was a curious situation. There wcro 20 
troopers !n the command who bad sworn to 
avenge the deaths of comrades. There werij 
60 who had never given quarter oven ton 
fiquaw. A grim old sergeant, vrouudod a 
year before by an arrow, fult nn Itching 
nnd an aching ns ho glared through the 
semldarkuess nt the moving heads of llic 
red men. A nylng tomahawk had sliuoO 
ofl" nn enr for Corporal Thomas, and I saw 
his hand go up and heard him cursing be- 
low his brenth. Sonio of our horses trem- 
bled UB they got the Bocnt of tbi! red men, 
while others laid their ears back uud ground 
thulr teeth ngnlnst tha bits 


But It wns not nil on our side. , A brothel 


and aeon of Yellow Featherhad been \elt foi 
the wolves and buzzards to feus ton. In thnt 
band were more than one who had felt oiu 
bullets or sabers. Wo had burned their vil- 
lage, captured or ghat-half their horses, and 
in tho various melees tbrir families had not 
escnped'scot free. We wore even tben seek- 
ing to forco=tbe.m to.Klve.up all thut an lu- 
dlan holds dear. No. doubt a fiercer llizlit 
cam°,lnto their eyes as they glanced up the 
dark pass, and here and there ono muttered 
his demand for venncnnco, A.fight hi that 
dark aud narrow ^lolllo would, have been a 
terrible thing, uud twice It was narrowly 
averted. A reckless trooper rose to his fei't, 
with carblne.ln hand and a yell of defiance 
on his lips, wheu H corporal seized him by 
the throat and choked..him down and 
threatened him. Into humble submission. 
Again, n warrior, who mighc hnve beon 
smnrtlng under n recent wound, btga; a 
harangue to excite tha passions of hlsfel, jw 
warriors, but Yellow Feather drew his k ulfe 
aud seized'him by the shoulder, aud the 
words died awnyin his throat.
